WHITEHORSE, Y.T.—A housewife in Dawson City or Mayo 
pays about 50 per cent. more for groceries than her counterpart 


on the “outside”. 


In Whitehorse, she pays about a third more. 


The average family of four in Dawson pays upwards of $150 a 
month for groceries and in Whitehorse upwards of $100. 


Wood, the basic fuel of the terri- 
tory,, costs: about $30 a cord in Daw- 
son and about $19 here. . It is not 
hard to burn two cords a month dur- 
ing a Yukon winter, Oil, common in 
kitchens, cost 30 cents a gallon here 
and .considerably more .in Dawson. 

Transportation costs, are of course, 
the chief. reason for the high prices. 
Most of the territory’s food is im- 
ported from Vancouver or. Séattle, 
with some coming from: Edmonton. 

Food from Vancouver and Seattle 
is shipped by plane or boat to 
Juneau, Alaska, and thence by train 
to. Whitehorse. During the winter, 
most perishable foods are shipped 
here direct by air.

Booming Town 


Lynn Lake, Manitoba, One 
Of Brightest Stars In 
Canada’ s Mineral World 


LYNN LAKE, Man. — This booming mine town, one of the 
brightest new stars in Canada’s mineral world, soon will be difs 
fusing new wealth into the national economy. Nestling in the 
Manitoba wilds just south of the 57th parallel, the,town's expand- 
ing mine is considered the world’s richest sourte of copper-nickel 
apart from the great mines at Sudbury, Ont. 


Within a year a 145-mile rail line 
will link it with supply routes to the 
south, hauling ore estimated to be 
worth $14,000,000 yearly to world 
markets. Much of it will go to Can- 
ada’s defence productionm™ and for 
stockpiling. 

Development costs:at Lynn Lake 
are great. About $50,000,000 will 
have been spent by late’ fall of 1953 
when the Sherritt Gordon mine is ex- 
pected to start production. Already 
ore worth $175,000,000 at current 
prices has been blocked out. 

The rail line, estimated to -cost 
about ' $15,000,000, is being pushed 
through rocky terrain and muskeg 
by. the Canadian National Railways. 
When completed it will reach north- 
east from Sherridon 390 miles north- 
west of Winnipeg. 

Aircraft and tractor trains have 
been the chief forms of transporta- 
tion since the district was opened 11 
years ago. A few made the trip: by 
canoe and on foot. 
. Some 500 men now are working on 
the line. By Oct. 5 the. complete 
right-0f-way had been cleared, the 
roadbed. graded for 85 miles and 25 
miles of track laid. 

Engineering and construction prob- 
lems — despite modern equipment — 
are as challenging as those which 
faced the men-who built the first 
transcontinental line across Northeyn 
Ontario 70 years ago. 

The Lynn line will opén the same 
possibilities for pioneers who advanc- 
ed across the Prairies toward a new’ 
life. .The route may serve as the 
springboard for all of northern Mani- 
toba, rich in ‘scarce and untouched

The town’s history began in’ 1941 
with an ore discovery by a trans- 
planted prospector, Austin McVeigh, 
born: in Lower Litchfield, 60: miles 
west of Ottawa, He’s been tramp- 
ing Canada’s northland -for four 
decades and“hopes to die with boots 
on, preferably the hobnailed. boots 
of the prospector, 


McVeigh was induced into the min- 
ing game when a boy after reading 
of the big money made by prospec-- 
tors in Cripple Creek and. Cobalt. 
He learned his business. the hard 
way, working in. practically all On- 
tario mining camps before heading 
for British Cblumbia and back to 
Manitoba.

HOW OLD IS WHEAT? 


A High School Student studying’ 
agriculture has asked us the ques- 
tion: ‘How old is Nytsacan 


‘For many years our’ Research 
Department has been studying the 
history of world agriculture in its 
several interesting ramifications. 
The answer to the question is that 
no one, knows, but the probabil- 
ity is that the wheat plant, as we 
see it today, together with barley 
and oats, rye and flax, goes back 
tens of thousands of years. The 
recorded history of agriculture goes 
back 5,000 years; at ‘that remote 
time the wheat/ plant, and the 


| plants of other cereals; were much 


as we see them today. Modern 
plant breeders haye modified vari- 
eties to survive and, produce better 
under varying conditions, but 
have not essentially changed the 
nature or structure of the original 
wheat. plant; One is forced, ‘then, 
to have a great deal of respect for 
those’ ancient. plant breeders who 
first produced wheat, and other 
economic domesticated plants, The 
study. of the ancient. history of 
agriculture is most fruitful, for it 
must be true that to know the 
past. makes one better equipped 
to understand our present agricul- 
ture, and so to be better able to 
forecast its future. It is certainly 
to’be hoped that research and study 
into the ‘past of agriculture will 
continue. 

Twenty-five years ago Canadi- 
ans ate an average of 20% Ibs. of, 
canned fruits and vegetables per 
person per: year; today they eat 
almost 43 pounds.

Re Floor Prices ‘ 

Ottawa, Sept. 25, 1952—Follow- 
ing a Cabinet meeting, the Minister. 
of Agriculture today stated that 
in’ accordance with previous an- 
nouncements, a support price for’ 
cattle would continue until the 
U.S. embargo against Canadian 
livestock and meat is lifted. Until 
the embargo, is lifted or until April

the support price will be $23.00 per

after that date the support price . 
will be raised to $25.00. per 100 for’

DEADLIEST OF KILLERS 


Traffic Official Warns Of 
Carbon Monoxide Danger . 


REGINA. — Every winter needless 
deaths are caused through oneat the 
deadliest’ of killers, carbon monoxide, 
and synchronous with the swift’ ap- 
proach of cold weather is a warning 
to motorists from’ J. A. ristie, 
chairman of the Highway Traffic 
board, 

Mr. Christie, in issuing the: warn- 
ing, pointed out that the exhaust 
from an average car contaihs séven 
per cent.of carbon monoxide.-If the 
engine is cold, the carbon. monoxide’ 
content is considerably higher. 

All ‘that is needed to cause death 
in a matter of minutes is one per 
cent, of thé poisonous gas in the air 
a person is breathing. Because car- 
‘bon monoxide is colorless, tasteless 
and odorless,, the danger of the gas 
is doubled. . 


Mr. Christie pointed out that car- 


bon monoxide is harmless if it is dif- | ¢ 


fused .in the open. air, but once it 
becomes concentrated in a _ closed 
garage or automobile, it becomes 
deadly and can cause death so swift- 
ly that the victim -has hardly a 
chance to save himself. ea 

In view. of these facts, said Mr. 
Christie, motorists should not have to 
be urged to make sure the. exhaust 
system in their cars. is in perfect 
condition.. Even a small leak in the 
exhaust system can cause fatal con- 
centrations of the gas. . 


During the winter months, most 
motorists drive will all the windows 
closed, thus creating an ‘almost air- 
tight death chamber in cases where 
exhaust systems are: not in proper 
condition. Many, deaths afe also 
caused annually,:noted the Highway 
Traffic Board chairman, when motor- 
ists run their cars to warm them up 
in a closed garage. 

At the same time;

BRANDON. — Archaeologists have 
found the, remains of an Indian vil- 
lage near here that was inhabited 
between 300 and 500 years ago. 

Dr. R. G. McMeish, archaeologist 
for the National Museum of Canada, 
has been in charge of digging at the 
site for three weeks, His team_lo- 
cated. a mass of buffalo bones and 
a number. of humgn skeletons in 
burial pits. ; , 

The archaeologists also dug up 
about 200 arrowheads, bone harpoons 
and other tools, implements and 
specimens of pottery. - 

The village, located on the farm of 
Frank Stott, appears to have been 
on the edge of a tun where the As- 


siniboine Indians ‘slaughtered buffalo. 


Dr. McMeish said the human skulls 
found have the same physical char- 
acteristics as those of the Assini- 
boine Indians and were distinctly 
different from those of the Cree or 
Saulteux Indians.

Started in 1912, the P.G.E. will 
have its biggest moment ‘in~ nearly 
four decades’ early next month ‘when 
the 82-mile link will’ be completed 
northward from ‘Quesnel to Prince 
George.. At Prince George, the 
P.G.E. will connect with Canadian 
Nationg] Railways’ transcontinental 
line. 

As owner of the railway, the B.C. 
government is laying on appropriate 
ceremonies for the occasion, Next 
year, the Legislature. will be asked 
to approve a $10,000,000 appropria- 
tion .to complete ‘the P,G.E. : from 
Squamish to Vancouver. 

The P.G.E. takes 20 hours — more 
or less, usually more—to cover the}-
